“Modification of the Volstead act {s 
inevitable,” the committee letter said. 
“The only question is what form modi- 
fication shall take, and when such 
modification will be made. 

“The Federal Council of Churches 
of Christ in America, after its recent 
research as to the effect of prohibition 
on the community as regards indus- 
trial, social and moral conditions, 
stated that ‘drinking by young peo- 
ple as compared with pre-prohibition 
times is more,’ and ‘the attitude to- 
ward law enforcement and respect for 
laws in general is worse.’ 

“The federal council also stated 
that the Anti-Saloon league of Iowa, 
‘after a survey of conditions in Du- 
buque, Clinton, Davenport, Muscatine 
and Burlington,’ said ‘rampant law- 
lessness, increasing by leaps and 
bounds,’ is forcing Iowa to face the 
problem of either demanding strict 
enforcement of the present prohibi- 
tion laws or else of modifying these 
laws to permit the sale of light wines 
and beer.’ 

“The Anti-Saloon league having, 
since the passage of the Volstead act, 
insistently and incessantly demanded 
‘strict enforcement,’ the only alterna- 
tive in view of the above conditions, 
is modification.” 

The letter quoted Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Andrews, in 
charge of prohibition, as announcing 
that home made wines could be made 
legally of any alcoholic strength as 
long as they were not actually’ “in, 
toxicating in fact.” 

Beer, however, is illegal if it eon- 
tains as much as one-half of 1 per 
cent of alcohol, the letter added. 


ORLAND WATER PROJECT 
NOT TO BE DELAYED 


Washington.—Secretary Work does 
not believe the pending water right 
adjudication proceeding affecting the 
Orland irrigation project will place in 
jeopardy, to any substantial extent 
water rights of users on that project. 
Fears that the proceedings would de- 
lay work on the Orland project and 
that it did place in jeopardy the ri- 
parian rights have been felt in Cali- 
fornia. 

The matter was taken up with the 
secretary by Congressman Lea, who 
has received a letter from Dr. Work 
assuring him and the Orland project 
water users that, their fears are 
groundless. 

One proof of this view is found in 
the fact that Lea obtained from the 
house appropriations committee the 
money necessary to proceed with the 
construction of the new Orland reser- 
voir withoutghaving attached to the 
appropriation the stipulation that it 
would not become available until after 
the water right adjudication proceed- 
ing had been settled. 

This letter from Dr. Work, together 
with similar letters from the attorney- 
general and from Dr. Elwood Mead, 
commissioner of irrigation. were sub- 
mitted to the house by Congressman 
Cramton of the appropriations com- 
mittee, when he gave his aid to Lea 
in having the restriction removed.

REGISTRATION PER CAPITA 


Sacramento.—California has more 
automobiles per capita than any other 
state and stands second only to New 
York in total registration of motor 
vehicles. This is revealed in a report 
made public by Will H. Marsh, chief 
of the division of motor vehicles. 

If all the horseless vehicles in the 
state were equally divided among its 
inhabitants, the report shows, each 
Californian would have one-third of 
an automobile to park in his garage. 

The state’s total registration is 
1,475,915 as against New York's 1,627,- 
085. Third among the states is Penn- 
sylvania with 1,410,890 motor vehicles. 
Ohio is foruth with 1,325,000 and Illi- 
nois fifth with 1,269,780.

AN APPLE’ A DAY 
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There is no reason for lack of apples 
in aimost any market. A juicy, crisp, 
good-flavored apple is a 
fruit par excellence and 
enjoyed by most people. 

Baked Apples With 
Nuts.—To twelve apples 
use one cupful of hickory 
nut meats chopped fine. 
Pare and core the apples. 
Cream a little butter and 
sugar and mix with the 
autmeats. Fill the cavities with this 
mixture and bake until tender. Place 
@ square of toasted buttered bread 
with the crusts removed under each 
apple. Serve hot or cold with whipped 
cream, 

Baked Apples and Ralsins.—Core 
and pare apples, fill cavities with 
sugar, raisins and pieces of butter. 
Bake fifteen minutes in the oven. Re- 
move, fill centers with more sugar 
and cinnamon, adding more butter. 
Replace In the oven and baste with 
boiling water to make a sirup. Bake 
until the apples are soft. Serve hot 
with cream. 

Apple Nut Mince Pie—Take one 
cupful of walptt meats, two cupfuls of 
apple cut fine, one-half cupful of vine- 
gar, one-half cupful of water or fruit 
juice, one/cupful of raisins, one-half 
teaspoonful of cinnamon, one-half tea- 
spoonful of allspice, one-half teaspoon- 
ful of cloves, and the same of salt. 
Mix spices and sugar, add all to the 
other ingredients. Divide into two 
pie plates lined with pastry, cover 
with top crusts and bake in a hot 
oven. 

Lemon Sauce.—Take two tablespoon- 
fuls of cornstarch, one cupful of sugar; 
when well-blended add two cupfuls of 
water, one and one-half tablespoonfuls 
of butter, the grated rind and juice of 
a lemon. Add flavoring and butter at 
the last. Serve hot. Vinegar and nut- 
meg may be used if lemon is not at 
hand. 

Parlines.—Boll together one and 
seven-eighths cupfuls of powdered sug- 
ar, one cupful of maple sugar, one-half 
eupful of cream. When a soft ball is 
formed remove from the fire and beat 
until of creamy.consistency ; add nuts, 
using two. cupfuls-ef hickory: nut 
meats cut into pieces. Drop from a 
spoon on buttered sheets to cool and 
become firm. ; 

Apple Ramekin.—Half fill. the de- 
sired number of ramekins with apple 
sauce, fill the remaining spacé with 
whipped cream, cover with a rieh thin 
ple crust and bake fn a hot oven.

The candy which is made in the 
home is much more wholesome than 
the manufactured 
article and it is.a 
pleasure’ €0- try 
the different...va- 
rieties, 

Velvet. Molasses 
Candy.—Put one 
cupful of mo 
lasses, three cup- 
fuls of sugar, one 
cupful of boiling water and three ta- 
blespoonfuls of vinegar into a kettle 
to boil; when the boiling point is 
reached, add one-half teaspoonful of 
cream of tartar. Boil until when 
tried in cold water the mixture be- 
comes brittle. Stir constantly during 
the last half of the cooking. When 
nearly done add one-half cupful of 
butter and one-fourth teaspoonful of 
soda. Pour into a buttered pan and 
pull when cool enough. While pull- 
ing add flavoring desired—pepper- 
mint, a little vanilla, lemon, or a bit 
of wintergreen oil. 


Peanut Candy.—Take two pounas 
of brown sugar, twelve tablespoonfuls 
of butter-and melt in a smooth omelet 
pan. Roll a pound of peanuts which 
have been shelled and the brown skins 
removed, with a rolling pin until the. 
‘puts are like_coarse bread crumbs. 
When the sugar and butter begins to 
boil, cook, stirring occasionally. to 
keep from burning, for seven minutes. 
then’ add the peanuts, a bit of salt 
and pour out into a buttered tin to 
cool, Break up into pieces when cold. 

Chocolate Caramels.—Put two and 
-one-half tublespoonfuls of butter into 
u kettle; when melted, add two cup- 
fuls of molasses, one cupful of brown 
sn¢gar, one-half cupful of milk. Stir 
until the sugar is dissolved and when 
the boiling point is reached add three 
squares of chocolate, stirring con- 
stantly until the chocolate is melted. 
Boll until a firm ball can be made with 
a bit dropped into cold water, Add a 
teaspoonful of vanilla after taking 
from the fire. Turn into a buttered 
mold and mark off in sauvares, 

Apple Cake—Take one pint of sifted 
flotir, three level teaxpoonfuls of bak- 
ing - powder, one-half teaspoonful of 
salt, all well sifted. Cream one-fourth 
of: a cupful of butter, add one-half 
_cupful of sugar,.one egg yolk well- 
beaten and a cupfol of milk. Mix as 
usual, add one heaping cupful. of 
thinly sliced apple, and the stiffly 
beaten egg white. Bake in a shallow 
pan about half an hour. ae with

He Was Almost an Ideal Pirate 


1 MANY respects Capt. John Quelch 
was the ideal pirate. That is to 
Say, some of the incidents in his ca- 
reer read like the story of a baccaneer 
{n some blood-and-thunder plece of fic- 
tion. And this a man, born in the 
Puritan colony of Massachusetts! 

In 1708 John Quelch was one of the 
crew of the brigantine, Charies, a ves- 
se] which had been fitted out by some 
of the leading citizens of Boston to 
go on a privateering cruise In Canadi- 
an waters. Soon after leaving Marble- 
head the crew mutinied, locked the 
captain in his cabin and chose Queich 
for their commander. Then they threw 
the captain overboard and sailed South. 

Here Quelch, the’ pirate of fiction, 


which he hoisted was the “Old Roger,” 
and in the middle of it was “an Anat- 
omy with an Hourglass in one hand 
and a dart in- the heart with three 
drops of blood proceeding from it on 
the other.” 

Off the coast of Brazil they cap- 
tured no less than nine Portuguese 
ships. from which they took a great 
amount of valuable booty. Then 
Quelch had the insolence to sail back 
to Marblehead, divide the plunder 
among the crew who landed, and 
quickly prepared to return to their 
homes. But word of their crimes had 
preceded them, and an exciting man- 
hunt was soon on. Within a week 
Captain Quelch and his mates had 
been captured and sent to Boston. 

In June, 1704, he was sentenced to 
death, and from an old pamphlet we 
read how the time was spent, between 
bis trial and execution. “The minis- 
ters of the town used more than ordi- 
nary endeavors to instruct the prison- 
ers and bring them to repentance. 
There were sermons preached in their 
hearing- every day, and prayer daily 
made with them. And they were 
catechised and they had many occa- 
sional exhortations. And nothing was 
left that could be done for their good.” 

On June 30 a strange procession 
wended its way through the streets 
of Boston town. At the head marched 
a man carrying a silver oar, the em- 
blem of a pirate's execution. Behind 
bim came a company of musketeers, 
and in the midst of these walked a 
little group of wretched downcast men 
—Captain Quelch’s pirates. The cap- 
tain, however, was an exception. With 
a great show of bravado he stepped 
to the edge of the platform after he 
had mounted the steps, and with his 
hat in hand and bowing | to the left 

and right, he harangued the spectators 
and ironically warned them against 
“bringing money into New Wngland 
tobe hanged for it.” So the career 
of the almost-ideal pirate ended—un- 
repentant and audacious to the last. 


The Royal Pirate’s Revenge 


fon far-famed monumental tower 

Records the achievements of the brave, 
And Angria’s subjugated power, 

Who plunder’d on the eastern wave, 

T IS a far cry from piracy in the 
I East Indies to a tower which stands 
on Shvoter’s hill near Woolwich com- 
mon in England, but this tower, of 
which the poet sings, is the connecting 
link in a thrilling pirate story. 

After the famous pirate, Angora, sul- 
tan of Timor, had been dethroned by 
the English and had retired to the Is- 
land of Ceylon his brother, Angria, 
took up the quarrel. He proclaimed 
himself sultan of another island, Lit- 
tle Timor, and having received from 
his brother a praam, a fast boat. with 
an armament of 88 guns, set forth to 
prey upon the British shipping. 
Eighty miles out from Bombay the pl- 
rate captured the Elphinston, and put- 
ting the crew of 48 men into one small 
boat, left them. Under the blazing 
sun they set out for Bombay, but only 
half of them arrived there alive. 

Angria decided that any other prize 
would do as well as an English ship, 
and his next capture was two Chinese 
junks, filled with spices and other 
valuables. He plundered both, and as 
an excess of cruelty ordered the crew 
bound back to back in pairs and 
thrown into the ocean. One of the 
Chinamen niua.aged to get hand free 
end, pulling out a concealed dagger, 
stabbed Angria in the shoulder. The 
punishment meted out to him was 
such as only a fiend could: devise. 
Angria ordered the skin cut off the 

“man’s back and then had him beaten 
with canes. Then: he was lashed to a 
raft and thrown overboard for sun to 
finish’ the work. Strange to say, the 
Chinaman after three days was picked 
up by a fishing boat and carried to 
Bombay, where he lived to an old age. 

For three years the sultan-pirate 
continued his ravages on the eastern 
seas, and during that time it is said 
that he murdered no less than 500 
“‘Englishmen—surely a fulsome revenge 
for the wrongs—-either real or fancied 
—suffered by his brother. Then the 
British decided that it was time to put 
a stop to the activities of, this ma- 
rauder. Commander Johes of H. M. 8. 
Asia, a. man-of-war carrying 64 guns, 
was assigned the task. The Briton 
laid siege to his capital city for 12 
months, and Angrta’s subjects, despair- 
ing of escape, begged him to surrender. 
“He refused, and one of a mob which 
had gathered before his palace, shot 
him as he stood upon a balcony ha- 
ranguing them.

Any one who has é@riven an automo 
bile in a rew country knows the valze 
of a good road map. Farm accounts, 
properly kept, are a 
reliable rcad mapto 
aid the farmer in 
directing the hust 
ness management of 

his farm. 

In farming com- 
munities where rec- 
ords have been kept 
ip considerable num- 
ber it is not uncom. 
mon to find differ- 
ences in net income 

D. H. Otis ef $1,000 per farm 
between the average and the poorer 
farms of the community. It is also 
frequently found that there is a differ- 
ence of over $1.000 between the aver- 
age farm and a few of the better 
farms of the community. These dif. 
ferences of from $1.000 to $2.000 per 
farm in the net income are of vital 
concern to any farm in any commu- 
nity. 

Where to Get the Facts 

Farm records and inventories will 
reveal the reasons for these differ 
ences. The various colleges of agri- 
culture and the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture have a collection 
of records and farm management sur- 
veys from which they find it possible 
to construct standards or guides 
thowing actual attainments under 
good systems of management Fig.
